11. (Amended) A method of any of th e above claims claim 1. wherein the analyte- 
determining molecule is an antibody, an oligonucleotide, a protein-nucleic acid, an aptamer, a 
ribozyme, a nucleic acid, a peptide, a nucleic acid binding-polyamide, a polysaccharide, a 
glycoprotein, a lipid, a lectin, a receptor polypeptide, a ligand, an antigen, a fusion protein, a 
hapten, or a chelating agent. 

12. (Amended) A method of any of th e abov e claims claim 1 , wherein the analvte- 
determining molecule is a polyclonal antibody, a monoclonal antibody, a Fab fragment, a single- 
chain antibody, or a disulfide Fab fragment. 

13. (Amended) A method of any of the above claims claim 1 . further comprising analyte 
determination. 

14. (Amended) A method of any of the above claims claim 1 . further comprising 
utilizing the device to determine the presence of analytes which comprises: an immunoassay, a 
hybridization assay, a ligand binding assay, a receptor binding assay, or an affinity binding assay. 



15. (Amended) A method of any of th e abov e claims claim 1 . wherein the analyte- 
detection is by radiation, chemoluminescence, phosphophorescence, fluorescence, or energy 
emission.
